To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 

The  Loddon  and  Clavering  Rural  District  Council. 


Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honor  of  presenting  to  you  my  Report  of  the 
above  District  for  the  year  1904.  No  change  has  taken  place  in  the 
area  of  the  District.  The  Health  of  the  District  has  been  good.  I  have 
had  only  47  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  to  me  against  64  of  the 
previous  year.  There  have  been  4  cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  but  no  Deaths. 
The  Mortality  of  the  District  has  been  rather  more  than  last  year, 
namely: —  170  against  158.  The  Mortality  in  the  Workhouse  has  again 
increased,  namely  20  against  17.  One  child  born  in  the  Workhouse  died 
under  the  month.  All  the  other  Deaths  in  the  House  were  very  old 
people.  The  number  of  Deaths  from  Consumption  are  rather  increased, 
namely:—  12  against  10.  The  Deaths  from  other  Chest  Complaints  are 
increased,  namely: —  16  against  9  of  the  previous  year.  There  have  been 
three  Deaths  from  Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup.  The  Infant 
Mortality  has  been  considerable  this  year,  namely : —  35  against  24 :  This 
I  account  for  by  the  fact  that  in  the  Loddon  District  alone  there  have 
been  five  Deaths  attributed  to  Premature  Birth,  and  several  young 
children  died  from  Bronchitis  and  other  Chest  Complaints. 

I  have  no  figures  before  me  to  enable  me  to  make  a  positive 
statement  as  to  the  increase  or  decrease  in  the  Population,  but  judging 
from  last  Census  the  Population  must  be  very  seriously  decreasing. 


The  whole  District  is  being  inspected  in  a  most  systematic  way, 
a  house  to  house  inspection  is  in  progress ;  353  houses  have  been 
inspected  and  the  result  recorded  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  (Mr.  Pritchard’s) 
Report.  The  houses  in  the  District  are  fairly  habitable,  only  one  house 
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has  been  closed  and  demolished  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.  The 
requirements  of  the  District  have  been  attended  to.  New  drains  have 
been  supplied  and  put  down  where  it  was  deemed  necessary.  The 
Water  Supply  has  been  remedied  in  fourteen  cases.  I  am  glad  to  inform 
you  no  prosecutions  were  necessary  this  year.  The  amount  of  work  done 
has  been  quite  equal  to  that  of  the  previous  year.  There  have  been  more 
houses  inspected  and  fewer  notices  served.  The  summary  of  the  whole 
work  done  you  will  have  had  an  opportunity  of  seeing  in  Mr.  Pritchard’s 
report.

The  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  in  the  District  have  been  periodically 
inspected  and  have  been  found  generally  in  good  order.  The  cowkeepers 
appear  now  to  realize  the  necessity  of  absolute  cleanliness  and  therefore 
it  has  not  been  necessary  this  year  to  issue  the  number  of  notices  of 
previous  years. 


I  have  been  requested  by  the  Home  Office  to  report  on  Factories 
and  Workshops  in  the  District.  The  only  places  in  this  District  which 
come  under  this  heading  are  the  Bake  Offices,  Printing  Works,  and  Tailors 
and  Dressmakers.  The  Bake  Houses  have  been  inspected  and  also  the 
Printing  Office  both  of  which  are  thoroughly  clean  and  satisfactory.  The 
Dressmaking  Establishments  are  generally  carried  on  by  the  proprietress 
with  an  occasional  hand  to  help. 


I  trust,  Gentlemen,  you  will  find  this  a  satisfactory  Report. 
The  work  continues  to  be  considerable.  The  Deaths  occuring  last  year 
are  increased  by  12,  which  I  think  are  accounted  for  by  the  Infant 
Mortality.  The  Births  are  nearly  equal  to  the  previous  year.  The  Deaths 
from  Cancer  are  the  same  as  last  year.  Mr.  Pritchard  has  as  usual  given 
me  very  great  assistance,  and  I  beg  to  thank  him.

They  are  also,  in  col¬ 
umns  9-15,  to  be  included  among  the  deaths  in  their  respective  “  Localities  ”  according  to  the  previous  addresses  o( 
the  deceased  as  given  by  the  Registrars.  Deaths  of  “  Non-residents  "  occurring  in  public  institutions  in  the  district 
are  in  like  manner  to  be  excluded  from  columns  2-8  and  9-15  of  this  Table. 

See  notes  on  Table  I.  as  to  the  meaning  of  “  Residents  ”  and  “  Non-residents.”  and  as  to  the  “  Public  Institutions  ”  to 
be  taken  into  account  for  the  purposes  of  these  Tables.  The  “  Localities”  should  be  the  same  as  those  in  Tables  II. 
and  III. 

All  deaths  occurring  in  public  institutions  situated  within  the  district,  whether  of  “  Residents  ”  or  of  “  Non-residents,” 
are,  in  addition  to  being  dealt  with  as  in  note  ( a ),  to  be  entered  in  the  last  column  of  this  Table.  The  total  number 
in  this  column  should  equal  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column  9,  Table  I. 

The  total  deaths  in  the  several  “  Localities  ”  in  columns  9-15  of  this  Table  should  equal  those  for  the  year  in  the  same 
localities  in  Table  II.,  sub-columns  c.  The  total  deaths  at  all  ages  in  column  2  ot  this  Table  should  equal  the  gross 
total  of  columns  9-15,  and  the  figures  for  the  year  in  column  12  of  Table  I. 

Under  the  heading  of  ”  Diarrhoea  ”  are  to  be  included  deaths  certified  as  from  diarrhoea,  alone  or  in  combination  with 
some  other  cause  of  ill-defined  nature  ;  and  also  deaths  certified  as  from 
Epidemic  enteritis ; 

Zymotic  enteritis; 

Epidemic  diarrhoea.  Summer  diarrhoea  ; 

Dysentery  and  dysenteric  diarrhoea; 

Choleraic  diarrhoea,  cholera,  cholera  nostras  (in  the  absence  of  Asiatic  cholera). 

Under  the  heading  of  “  Enteritis  ”  are  to  be  included  those  certified  as  from  Gastro-enteritis,  Muco-enteritis,  and  Gastric 
catarrh,  unless  from  information  obtained  by  enquiry  from  the  certifying  practitioner  or  otherwise,  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  should  have  reason  lor  including  such  deaths,  especially  those  of  infants,  under  the  specific  term  “  Diarrhoea.” 

Deaths  from  diarrhoea  secondary  to  some  other  well-defined  disease  should  be  included  under  the  latter. 

Under  the  headings  of  “Cancer”  and  “  Puerperal  fever”  should  be  included  all  registered  deaths  from  causes  comprised 
within  these  general  terms.
